tion. Surely the judgment .of patriotism 
and vommon-runse was that the power 
of the law should ba directed not to 
the defence and antrenchment of the Jjquor 
tratlic, but to its averthrow. Tn 1922 in 
the United “Kingdam — £360.000,.000, was 
spent in drink, of which £299.000,000 wax 
spent in England and Wales Ono-sixth of 
that sum would build 165,000 houses at a 
cost of £300 each and solve the housing 
problem. The result of prohihition in the 
United States was a substantial reduction 
in convictions for dninkenness, the closing 
of homes for inebriates, a four-fold increase 
in employment, and a remarkable decrense 
in statistics pertaining to’ disonse, He 
maintained that there cGught to be no 
taxntion on aleohnlie fioner, (Hear, hear, 
and lnughter,) Ty the United: States the 
business foress “had come’ in and 
helped forward the concentrated demand 
of ‘the churcles and temperance bodies 
which were dictating to the political forees. 

An Hon. Member: They are sorry for it 
now. 

Mr. Servmgeony ‘said they were not 
sorry For it. An Emeritus professor of 
Harvant University’ had given . perronal 
testimony to the vast transformation that 
had already taken place in every phase of 
Tife, and was extending its influence over the 
whole of the United States. 

I should never have been in this House at 
all, the hon. member saids in’ conclusion, 
hil it not been for this question. He who 
said, “T will not leave you nor forsake 
you” brought me herein a moat mar- 
vellous fashion. [ am here against the 
forces of «the Press and party organisu- 
tion, A surging. moving influence seized 
me. God himseif took poskesnion of me. 
T have seen the realities of life, and have to 
rejoice’ in being brought .wp in a home 
where there was no such temptation. 
T have mixed with the convicts from 
Portland at my . fther’s. house, ancl 
realised ‘thé tragedies. Io have been 
brought here by the clearly expressed 
call of God Himaclf, to serve the men who 
lunve gone down, and to help in sustaining 
not simply the prestige of the country but 
toudvance ita interests, and to advance the

The hon. member had spoken with great 
feryour, ‘and the concluding portion of his 
speech was listened to in absolute silence, 
As he resumed hia seat he was cheered from 
all quarters of the Hause, and in the public 
gallery there was a.good denl of clapping. 

Dr. Salter (Lah.-Soc.), who seconded .the 
motion, said that whilo he favoured the 
principle'he considered some of the methods 
adopted by the bill were bad.

Ax 
far as he could gather, there were'no official 
declarations to the eect. that thorn had been 
nny increase in the drug habit there, On 
the contrary, all the official declarations 
showed exactly the opposite. &

Mr. Snell (Lab.Sve.), speaking from ex: 
perience of tworecent visits of three months’ 
duration to America, said apart. from 
Chicago, New York, and other cities there 
were vast arens completely satiativl with 
prohibition. It broke: down in’ congested 
areas, bat it got better and better every 
day. Tf the experiment should prove to be 
an enduring success it would reste inn bet- 
ter atandard of health and eduewion and in 
greater indastrial efficiency: and the moment 
the peofit-making classes of England were 
convinced that they couhl get more profit out 
of the sober man than they couhd at vresent 
they would not let any qdestion of personal 
liberty stand in the way.
